1 . The following communication is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 30 
September 2005. 



Status of Claims 

2. Claims 1-5, 8, and 12 are previously presented. Claims 6, 7, 9-1 1, 13 and 14 are left as 
originally filed. Therefore claims 1-14 are currently pending. 



Response to Arguments 



3. Applicant's arguments, filed 30 September 2005, with respect to the rejection(s)of 
claim(s) 1-14 imder Katz et al. (hereinafter Katz) U.S. Patent 6,424,706 in view of Fougnies et 
al. (Fougnies) U.S. Patent 5,854,975 is not persuasive. Specifically, Applicant asserts that Katz 
fails to qualify as prior art, however the Examiner respectfully disagrees as discussed below. 



Priority 



4. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) 
based upon an application filed 10 December 1998. However, a claim for priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States application was 
filed more than twelve months thereafter, on 30 May 2001. Therefore the instant application 
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cannot claim priority to the foreign filing date. The amendment contains no other arguments 
regarding claims 1-14. Therefore claims 1-14 remain rejected as stated in the previous office 
action, mailed 02 June 2005, and Applicant's request for allowance is respectfully declined.
